Canada’s average family is still 3.9. but our 
fertility curve w also downward Also. we 
need new people more urgentiy than Britam 
does. We note, therefore. two of the Con 
mission $ recommendat ons 

1. Income tax ragutations should be changed 
to make the cost of child-reartng camer to bear 

2. Mothers should be assured of such aids 
as domestic help, day m-rsernes and adequate 
housing designed for young fam.lies

The company still carrewes a supply of 
beeds made m Crecheslovaksa) but 
they're mot the fast-moving item they 
once were The Indian has loxt most of 
hie bendicreft skill and. im some 
regions. even buys has moceasins from 
the company post Seme of these are 
made on the machines of the Casey 
Jenes Company in Winnipeg. others 
are bought from one tribe of Indians 
and sold to another 

The compeny puerchuscee surplus 
moccasins from BRritash Columima In 
hans and retails them to the native 
om dames Ray Wolverime pelts are 
beught im Britesh C.cumiaa and sold 
to Eskimos whe ase the fer to trim 
ther parkas. and deerzkin bought from 
Eakimos at Chesterfield Iniet w sold 
te the natives of Raffin Land 

The Kay's most primitive customers 
are the Bathurst Inlet Mekimeos who

But Strathcona did all right. When
